Whether or not Adams county will 


have the advantage of Mothers" Pen- 
sions under the law of 191" win be 
decided by the County Commissioners 
at an early date. The matter was first 
brought to their attention early in the 
spring: and later Mrs. Wm. Arch. Mc- 
Clean and Mrs. "Donald P. McPherson 
called on the conunissioners and pre- 
sented the different phases of the sub- 
ject and urged that action be taken. 
The Board has been lioldinsr the matter 
under consideration since then. 


On Tuesday Mrs. McClean again ap- 


peared before the Board of Couiny 
Commissioners and stated that a nuni- 
l>er of appeais had been made to her 
because of the impression that these 
Mothers" Pensions were already pro- 
vided or were going to be provided 
and because of these repeated appeals 
it, was desirable to. give people some 
definite answer on the subject. 


To assist the commissioners to ar- 


rive at a definite conclusion Mrs. Mc- 
Cjcan presented to them three peti-i 
tions signed by over 1^0 citizens of the: 
county. It was stated that these peti- 
tions were obtained for purpose of not 
only satisfying the commissioners but 
those who had been ursine: the crea- 
tion of Mothers" Pensions "for Adams 
county, and that only one sentiment 
had been encountered and that was in 
favor of Mothers" Pensions. The ap- 
proach of winter and time it wonld 
take to put ihe new 3aw jjj force w-^re 
urged as reasons for immediate action. 
as also the fact of several appeals of 
most deservinc cases where the pen- 
sion couid be made.

the world as Pope Pius X, was elected 
to the Pontificate on August 4, 1903, 
and during his occupancy of his exalt- 
ed oiuce as head ot" the ^..oman Catho- 
lic Church, he was confronted with 
some ot" the most momentous problems, 
religious 
and 
governmental, 
writh" 


which the Holy See has had to deal in- 
modern times. 


When Cardinal Sarto was elected- to 


the chair of St. Peter nobody was as 
much surprised as the Cardinal him- 
self. In fact, that the thought of. his 
being chosen Pope was far from his 
mind is shown by the reply he gave'to. 
a friend on the eve of his departure 
from Venice to attend the conclave, 
ue was asked if he thought the ele&- 
tion would be a laborious one. 


"No." be answered. "I think the elec- 


tion will be a short one. We will put 
Peter in chains, perhaps on the • very, j 
first.day. crown him pontiff as soon as 
'possible and hasten oack to our dio- 
ceses." 


He even went to Rome with a return 


ticket in his pocket. 


All this took place almost as tie 'had 


prophesied, with the exception that the 
Patriarch of Venice never retui'ned ;to 
his diocese, but remained a voluntary 
prisoner in the Vatican, a sovereign-, 
styled "Fataer of princes and kings, 
riiler of the orb of earth and vicar of 
our Saviour Jesus Christ."; 
.. . •' 


On the death. of .Pope Leo the Patri-. 


arch of Venice was not considered 
among the possibilities of election to 
.the throne of St. Peter. But the four 
days' struggle, in which he had not 
the slightest ambition, ended in his 
almost unanimous choice. 
The .elec- 


tion occurred August 4, 1903. 
I In Hie flrst proceedings of-the Sai>. 
red College Cardinal Sarto's name did 
riot appear. The second morning two 
votes were cast for him. and. in the 
evening ballot. these .were increased 
to seven. . The. next mprning 20 cardi- 
nals named him for the pontificate, 
and in the afternoon 37 votes were 
^dast for him. .The following morning 
he was elected by what was practically 
a unanimous vote. 
: • 


'. When the votes were read out. Car- 
dinal Sarto was overwhelmed. With 
a face full of sadness, almost of an^ 
guish, he turned toward his colleagues 
as he arose from his knees before the 
conclave altar and addressed his first 
words as -ope to the members of the 
Bacred College, riis words were: "It- 
is a cross that I receive from you." 


Giuseppe Sarto was horn at Riese. 


a village in the diocese of Treviso. 
north of Venice, on June 2. 1835. He 
studied in the seminaries of Treviso 
and Padun and was ordained priest in 
Castlefranco in 1S5S. For many years 
he performed the ordinary duties of 
parish priest in several parts of the 
Venetian territory, which was then un- 
der Austrnan domination. 


It was not till 1S75 that he was em- 


ployed in subordinate diocesan offices 
in the dicese of Treviso. In 1SS4 he 
was made Bishop of Mantua by Pope 
Leo. who. in the consistory of June 12. 
1S9S. created him Cardinal, and three 
days later appointed him Patriarch of 
Venice. 


The Pope was of humble origin. b;jt 


his family for generations has been 
noted for its fervent piety. His grand- 
fathcr. Leone Sarto. was a soldier in 
the Papal Army under Gregory XVI- 
His mother was noted for her chari- 
<a3>3e works and great faith. 
When 


Giuseppe Sarto was 7 years old his 
mother look him to the city of Trevjso 
on a pilgrimage, and there made a 
novcna that the legend that every sol- 
dier of the Pope's Army gives So holy 
orders at least one child should be ful- 
filled in her boy. 


The father died in 3852. but the 


mother lived to see 3ier son a C&niinat. 


He was 25 years old when consecrat- 


ed at Castlefranco. The succeeding 
nine years he spent as assistant to the 
priest at Tombolo. province of Padua, 
a village of 2350 inhabitants. He made 
himself one of the people. He knew 
them all. Their wants were his wants, 
he shared their feasts and he helped 
them from his small means in the true 
spirit of the Master. They lo\-ed him 
dearly, and when, in 1867, he was pro- 
moted to be parish priest at Salzano. 
a village of 3541 persons, the whole 
town turned out and cried "Godspeed!" 
through their tears. 


His eloquence led to his being called. 


May, 1S75. at the age of 40, to Treviso 
as chancelor of the diocese, and short- 
ly after lie was appointed professor of 
theology in the seminary. The year 


after his appointment,' Bishop Zlaelli, 
of the Treviso diocese, was struck with 
apoplexy, and on Father-Sarto fell the 
full responsibility of the important 
diocese, which comprised 212 parishes, 
jje crowned his nine years of labor at 
Treviso as vicar general. 


J-le attracted the notice of Pope Leo 


XJ11, who, in November, 1884, when 
Sarto was 41) years old, made him 
Bishop of MtuHua. Nine years later 
he was made Patriarch of Venice and 
received the red hat of a cardinal. 


Nine years a parish priest, nine 


years vicar general, nine years bishop, 
nine years Patriarch and Cardinal. 
There were those who predicced that 
he would be nine years Pope. 


Having been installed in. the chair 


of St. Peter, and chosen the name of 
Pius, the new Pope began to direct af- 
fairs as he believed ot. Peter would 
have directed them. The same metn- 
ods he 
a.d used as priest and bishop 


and patriarch he brought to this high- 
er and vaster spnere. "To renew all 
things in Christ" was the motto he se- 
lected. He did nothing hastily; he 
spent many months in studying men. 
and methods. He selected Cardinal 
Merry del Val as his Secretary of 
State and he at once permitted unoffi- 
cial negotiations to be opened looking 
to a healing,.of the breach between the 
Vatican and the Quirinal. 
-Unfortu- 


nately these fell through. He -reform- 
ed the administration of the Vatican, 
reducing tne number of Papal Guards, 
abolishing- many .sinecures and effect- 
ing great economies. From, the very 
flrst it was evident that he would be a 
spiritual and not a political Pope. 
Some of his innovations startled the 
more conservative prelates. Acting on 
the advice of- the famous historian, 
Monsignor Duchesne, he struck six 
names from the official list of .Popes 
for the reason that some of these had i 
never existed;, that others had been 
anti-Popes, others usurpers and others 
proved .-to be identical with Popes on 
the list under -the other names. He 
abolished the Congregation of Indul- 
gences and Relics. He forbade through- 
out the world the use of profane music 
in churches. 


To Americans Pius X was especially 


interesting!. His great, friendship for 
this country, his frequent audiences 
to Americans, both Catholic and non- 


atholic, and his interest in American 


affairs kept him in closer touch with 
this side of the Atlantic than perhaps 
any pontiff that had preceded him. 


One of the most vivid descriptions 


of his appearance is found in an inter- 
view with A. M. Ury, an American 
artist, for whom his holiness sat for 
a portrait in 1907. "The kindly be- 
nevolence of the Pope is his predomi- 
nating, characteristic," said Ury. "It 
shines", forth from his face in every 
move. His face'is-one beautiful to a 
painter, for it combines the spiritual 
with a pleasing- virility. His head is 
one -but seldom matched; his hair is 
silver}- white and liKe a silver crown. 
But his eyes, the 'true windows of the 
soul," attract one most of all. They are 
large and singularly beautiful and lu- 
minous. Always the light of kindli- 
ness and benevolence shines through' 
them and there is a merry twinkle in 
them betimes." 


He spoke with a magnificent, soft 


voice, and in the words of Cardinal 
Gibbons. "His simple, strong exterior 
corresponded with his spiritual, intel- 
lectual-character/' ' -' 
:- ' !' 
•-. - '.

' On last Saturday, August 15, 1914, 
the Panama Canal was opened to the 
commerce of the world. 
Henceforth 


ships may pass to and fro through the 
great waterway which establishes a 
new ocean highway for trade. 


The steamship Ancon. owned by the 


United , States "War Department, "wicii 
many notable people on board, on Sat- 
urday made the official passage which 
signalized the'opening'ot the canal. "It 
left Cristobal at 7 o'clock in the morn- 
ing- and" reached Balboa, on the PacL'ic 
end; at 4 o'clock in" afternoon, having 
navigated the waterway in nine hours. 


The trip of the Ancon was the fastest 


yet made by a large ocean steamship, 
the locking operations 'being quicker 
owing to greater experience. 
The 


steamship went through the Gatum 
locks in seventy minutes, a speed never 
before equaled. 
The' other lockages 
were equally 'rapid. 


Ct*mel George W. Goethals. builder 


of "the' canal and governor of tl.\e zone, 
watched the operations closely, and 
was manifestly pleased at the improv- 
ed handling of the locks. He said that 
even this would be. made, much bettsr 
with time. 
Captain .,Hugh Rodman. 


superintendent of transportation, who 
directed the trip, voiced similar senti- 
ments. 


Decks of the Ancon were crowded 


with guests of the government and of- 
ficials of the canal administration acd 
the republic of Panama. The party in- 
cluded Colonel Goethals. TL S. A., build- 
er of the canal and governor of the 
zone: President Peras. of Panama, and 
his staff, and Captain Hugh P-.odnan. 
TJ. S. N.. superintendent of transporta- 
tion. 


In conformity -with a proji'.ss made 


by Colonel Goethals. the peace sJag of 
the American Peace Society fluttered 
from the foremast of the Aac3J«. Ke-

Clement 
of 


Alexandria, one of the Christian Fath- 
ers, who died in the second century, 
•wore white clothing, and for the 3-j.me 
stated reason as Woolman. Clement 
said: "Dyeing of clothes is also to bs 
rejected. For it is remote, both from 
necessity aad truth." Such clothing he 
tiought brought the reproach and op- 
probrium of foppery." Wooiman con- 
sidered that dye stuff concealed dirt, 
-and wa.s in the direction of extrava- 
gsuc€. All of the eighteenth century 
reformers" objections were covered by 
•CJczaem.
